Under A Fictitious Name? 

If So You Must 
Re-Register it Newt 
See News Article Below 

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1, 1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

that this unit fee would be inadequate. However, Dr. 

Earl Brian, State Director of Health Care Services, pointed 
out that the "ceiling” would only be applied as a con¬ 
version factor in computing a doctor’s reimbursement. 

When a Medi-Cal patient is given treatment for a 
sp€x;ific ailment, doctors will be able to claim reimburse¬ 
ment on the basis of the treatment schedule value times 
the conversion factor. In Dr. Brian’s opinion, California 
physicians can receive adequate reimbursement for treat¬ 
ing Medi-Cal patients by making certain they receive only 
patients who are actually in need of treatment. 

Other innovations which have been criticized include interesting 
a requirement that nearly half of those who receive 
■Medi-Cal benefits pay $1 per visit to a doctor and 50 Madre 
cents for each drug prescription. Given the actual cost 
of drugs and medical services to the State, and the fact 
that this requirement is limited solely to persons who 
can afford it, these small contributions do not seem un¬ 
reasonable. 

The Medi-Cal reform is designed to protect the tax- 
|)ayers from the ravages of a monster that has run amok day eve.ning, 
since its creation. The program has been notorious for We’re not 
abuse, misuse, and actual frauds involving both recipients i'tne 
and vendors. 

It was ironic that on the day the reform bill began 
moving through the Assembly, the Los Angelos County 
Grand Jury indicted a rest home operator, his wife, and 
an accountant for Metli-Cal fraud. Investigators allege 
that this trio has bilked the State out of more than $.3 
million. gram — i 

The compromise reform, carried by Assemblyman Bill young Mr. 
Campbell (R-Hacienda Heights), will not solve all of the wer» 
problems, but it should give the State reasonable control 
over a massive spending program without impairing nc*ces- 
sary medical services. Hopefully, the Senate will follow 
the Assembly’s lead and speed this bill on to the Governor. 

In the meantime, the Legislature is still seeking a 
consensus on the other big issues of the session - - wel¬ 
fare and tax reform. And the state budget remains hor¬ 
ribly out of balance. Wo have a long way to go, but the 
Democratic leadership is at last starting to move off dead

If a strang¬ 
er dropped in, seeking shel¬ 
ter, he was never turned 
away Now we have central 
heat and if we took in a 
stranger for the night we 
just might get our throats 
ClUt. 

The one-room schoolhouse 
where younguns learned to 
read, rite and figger. Now 
we have schools from the 
nursery to higher education. 
Some high school graduates 
can’t read their diplomas. 
On hot afternoons we sat on 
the veranda, shaded by the 
sturdy oak. Now we’d choke. 
Air pollution We stay in¬ 
side, close all doors aind 
windows a.nd turn on the 
airconditionlng. 

Most food was home - 
grown. To prepare a meal 
we scraped, shelled, snap¬ 
ped, shucked, ru.ng the poor 
chicken’s neck, seal d e d, 
plucked, and de-entrailed it. 
Now food is factory pro¬ 
cessed, packaged, instant, 
quickie, “minute,” frozen.
